such additional information and explanation is not available to one who 
studies the book by himself. 

Having thus damned the book in toto, it would seem hardly becoming to 
comment even favorably on its details. The reviewer firmly believes that 
the basic idea of the book is unsound and its presentation of law quite 
unsatisfactory in consequence. His opinion as to the selection of cases and 
the manner of condensing them, the relative amount of space given to each 
topic, and like matters would be unsympathetic and therefore best not given 
at all.
